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Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

I. Figures 1-12. 

II. Figures 13-14. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: a double-row self aligning bearing having left and right rows 
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of rollers as set forth in claims 1,11, and 19, is known in the art, as shown by United Kingdom 
Patent 139,512. Therefore, the species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept and the species lack the same or corresponding special technical features, since species 
II pertains to a main shaft support for a wind power generator. 

A telephone call was not made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement, since the inventors are out of the country.
